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ROMMEL IN RETREAT AS BRITISH WIN 
FIRST ROUND OF FURIOUS TANK BATTLE 


A xis Artillery 
Asked To Cover 
Withdrawal 


CAIRO, Nov. 3.—(#)—The Brit- 
ish Eighth Army has won the first 
round of a great desert tank battle 
which developed after a British 
break-through of Axis lines Mon- 
‘|day morning, front dispatches re- 
ported tonight. 

After nearly six hours of bitter 
fighting, Marshal Rommel with- 
drew his tank force from the bat- 
tle and called on his artillery to 
oy his retreat, these reports 
sai 

Frank L. Martin, Associated 
Press correspondent with the at- 
tacking armored forces, told of the 
German defeat in a delayed dis- 
patch sent Monday night. 

He said the battlefield was lit- 
tered with wrecked Axis tanks and 
trucks, many of them still burn- 
ing, as the British pressed én, un- 
der a poe air umbrella. 


ig Battle. 

The big battle took place at the 
northern end of the Alamein line, 
about 16 miles west of the posi- 
tions held by Rommel when Lieu- 
tenant General Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery launched his offensive 11 
days ago. 

After Rommel withdrew his 
tanks, he rushed all available anti- 
tank guns into the area in a des- 
perate effort to halt the British 
who already had the last 
a ‘ fixed fortifications at that 
point. 

British official quarters today 
described the engagement as “an 
Larmored battle on a considerable 

scale” and said heavy fighting 
still was in progress. Despite the 
withdrawal of the Axis force, 
neither side was claiming a defi- 
hite decision in the larger phases 
of the battle.

_ Entry of Men Into 
Armed Forces. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—2)—~ 
Women, of both the petticoat and 
slacks variety, put up fewer candi- 
dates but cut a much bigger figure 
in the outcome of today’s congres- 


sional and state elections than in 
any nation-wide balloting for 


years. 

There were but 68 women canh-. 
didates in the national and state 
picture as compared with 92 in 
1938 and 83'in 1940. But at the 


Democratic and Republican na- 
tional headquarters it was report- 
ed that women exerted a greater 
influence in 1942 than at any time 
since they obtained the vote in 
1920. 

The political experts put the 

feminine vote percentage at from 
50 to 62.

That this war in which we are engaged may 


truly be classified as a religious war was made 
clear in the address delivered Sunday by 
Dennis Cardinal Dougherty, archbishop of 
Philadelphia. 

Of the men of the American fighting forces, 
Archbishop Dougherty said they were “risking 
their lives in the sacred cause of religion and 
civilization,” and he further said we are all 
resolved to meet, “with God's help, every 
danger; to overcome every obstacle and to 


-—_-_ —_—~ 


vanquish every foe.” 

Tre Catholic prelate in those words but 
added his voice to those of hundreds of other 
high churchmen, Protestant, Catholic and 
Jew, who have felt impelled to emphasize the 
religious stake involved in this world conflict. 
There is scarcely a thinking cleric who does 
not realize that the battle now. formed against 
the Axis foes is, at least, a battle for survival 
of the Christian religion as it exists today. Only 
the ignorant, the ill-informed, can believe 
otherwise. 

Germany, under Hitler, has renounced the 
Christ that Christians the world over know 
and love. In his place Hitler and his satellites 
would set up a pagan god, fashioned to suit 
their needs, a god of cruelty, of oppression, 
of viciousness. The most cursory reading of 
“Mein Kampf,” of the Hitler speeches and of 
the outpourings of other leading Nazis makes 
this clear. 

As for Japan, the Oriental partner in the 
Axis. she would, if victorious, wipe out the God 
of the Christians and impose upon the whole 
world the dominance of the Shinto gods, the 
worship of the human emperor, Japanese 
victory would mean the end of our civilization, 
including our religion. 

As for Italy, it need not be counted. That 
wretched country is but a captive victim of war, 
cruelly bound to the chariot wheels of the 
master, Hitler, to whom Mussolini has betrayed 
his people. The Italian people are true to their 
Christian faith, but they are helpless slaves, 
already, of the pagans who would conquer the 
world. 

It may seem passing strange that Russia is 
fighting so gloriously on the side of Christi- 
anity. It must be remembered, however, that 
many of our previously held opinions of the 
Soviet republics were the result of demogogic 
propaganda spread for selfish purposes by our 
own unscrupulous politicians; also that the 
fiery furnace of war has worked, and is work- 
ing, a revolution in Russian hearts and minds 
today, that“many millions in that country are 
turning once again to the ancient faith. 

Even though all who fight with us, in the 
ranks of the Allied Nations, cannot conform 
to the high idealism of Christians, they still 
are serving the same cause of religion and 
civilization. Once more, man recognizes the 
ancient wisdom that “God moves in a myste- 
rious way His wonders to perform,” 

We have but to put our trust in Him, give 
our all, if need be, for the cause and we shall 
not only be victorious in battle, but triumphant 
in the formation of a new, a finer, a more 
spiritual world to come.

There are, undoubtedly, innumerable laws 
and restrictions, which, whether or not they 
were advantageous in peacetime, are definitely 
handicaps to the efficient and successful prose- 
cution of the war. ' " 

President Roosevelt has asked congress for 
authority to suspend, for the duration, any 
such legal restrictions hampering the inter- 
change of “war goods, information and per- 
sons” with the other Allied Nations. 

The President, in his message, made it clear 


he seeks this authority only for the time of@ 


war. It.would automatically cease to exist 
immediately upon the ending of hostilities. 

It is, on the face of it, absurd when ship- 
ment of essential war materials or equipment 
is held up, on entering or leaving this country, 
in order to comply with some peacetime re- 


‘quirement of tariffs or customs. Similarly it is 


aggravating when individuals valuable in the 
war effort, face serious delays because of neces- 
sary compliance with technicalities of the im- 
migration or passport laws. 

We could well abrogate, for the duration, 
all such delaying regulations of peacetime. 

Likewise, when the war is over, it would 
be well to look carefully into those old laws 
and re-enforce only those which are definitely 
essential. 

For instance, the American high tariff policy 
is undeniably responsible, in part, for the 
creation of that economic condition in other 
parts of the world which largely caused the 
outbreak of the war. 

Neither high tariff nor restrictive immigra- 
tion is in consonance with the spirit of the war 
aims we have pledged to support, as outlined in 
that famous document, the Atlantic Charter.

In an effort to bring about an improvement in 
the venereal disease situation in Georgia, a state- 
wide quarantine of all persons so infected has 
been declared by the State Board of Health.

WAR TALK  W‘SHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2 (By Mail)—Those 
who study the war think that Germany soon 
may strike against the Allied strategy by an invasion of Turkey. 


The Turks fear that now. 
The Turks will fight if invaded. 

Lacking tanks, planes and mechanized equip- 
ment, they are not expected to halt the German 
army unless real Allied air aid be given them. 

Germany is expected to strike there soon. 
Perhaps by the time this is dropped in the mail

This fact will do for a lesson in why we 
can’t be told as much» about the war as wed 
like to be told. me 

We have some men in Africa. No one exe 
cept the Army knows how many men are there. 
That Germany has been able to find out, 
through her agents and her bases in Africa, 
goes without saying. You do not hide the 
movements of thousands of men and their sup- 
plies. 

But Germany has learned something of our 
moves and so has Turkey. Turkey grows un- 
easy because Turkey knows what is ahead. 

It is obviously impossible to tell what we are doing. 


_ The announcement of ship movements, even in another sea, 
might mesh with other news which Germany has and complete 
a picture as yet incomplete. 


DAMAGE FROM THE AIR I talked here yesterday with @

agement. 

He discussed the fact that it is impossible for us to say what 
exact damage is done to Japanese ships in the Solomons, because 
the damage is done by airplanes. 

The bombing is carried out against antiaircraft fire and, usually, 
against enemy fighters as well. The bombardier sees his bombs 
fall. He may see the explosion and the flames. 

That is all. The bomber pilot gets away from there to get back 
home for more bombs. 

This explains, or should explain to any person willing to think 
in a reasonable manner, why we often delay the announcement of 
the loss of a ship. 

The Japanese bombers rarely know the exact amount of their 
damage, just as our own men do not know theirs. An illustration 
was the recent aircraft carrier loss. | 

The Navy informed the Office of War Information that the 
carrier had been hit and was badly damaged. The personnel was 
removed. : 

The ship was afloat for three days, but listed so badly it was 
not possible to take her in tow. Before any possible towing and 
salvage work could be done, the Japs returned, three days after 
the original bombing. They came back to see if any crippled ships 
were about. They bombed her again. She still was not sunk and 
one of our own ships did the job to get her out of the way. 

It must be kept in mind this is a global war. Something which 
happens in one sea may affect enemy plans 3,000 miles away. If 
it is withheld the enemy may not hear about it in time. 

It is a terrible thing for parents with boys in the service not 
to know for days what has happened. But it may save many lives 
if the information is withheld for a period of time. 

It is my idea that Elmer Davis and the Office of War Infore- 
matién are doing an increasingly better job. The Army and Navy 
are developing more confidence in the office. It is something new 
and had to win a place for itself. 


PROGRESS OF THE WAR There is a belief in Washington 


that the general picture of the 
war is improved. The situation in the Solomons, largely because 
of the great distance across which supplies must be transported, 
is desperate and critical. 


But we still are there. As the news emerges it becomes evident

Loan oor a Gift

Three statements made by various public officials in the last 
few months suggest a way to solve several of our problems by a 
Single act. 

The first statement was something like this: “Billions of extra 
spending money will increase demand for goods and result in 
ruinous inflation unless this extra money can be taken from the 
people and siphoned back into the Treasury.” 

The second statement meant: “The government could finance 
the war by a simple inflationary process without selling bonds, 
but to prevent inflation we must invest our spare money in war. 
bonds and thus reduce our ability to buy goods.” 

The third statement was similar: “We can't. hope to finance 
the war by means of taxation. The purpose of war taxes is not 
merely to raise revenue but to get extra money out of the hands 
of the people so they will have less to spend.” 

Now if all of these statement are true, and the chief concern 
of the. government is to discourage competitive and inflationary 
buying, it should be possible to achieve this purpose in the most 
popular way imaginable—by indirectly reducing taxes and giv 
thrifty people an opportunity to lay by something for the nerd 
times that will follow the war. ; 

Leave taxes as they are, but issue tax-credit bonds which can't 
be redeemed until three months after the war ends. q 

If a man’s income tax is $500, he can pay it and see the money 
no more, or he can buy a $500 bond—which means lending the 
money to the government. 

Whether it is called a tax or a loan, the effect will be the 
same. The government. will have the use of the money when 
it is needed, and the taxpayer or bond buyer will have that much 
less to spend. ° 

This would effect the compulsory saving which many are ad- 
vocating, and cushion the shock of a post-war depression. 

Since the spending that causes inflation is that of many little 
people, and not that of a few rich ones, the privilege of buying 
tax-credit bonds should be limited to the first $1,000 of income tax, 

Whether the purpose is to raise revenue or to discourage spend- 
ing by taking surplus money from the people, the government 
must do it by taXation or by selling bonds—and the effect will be 
the same in either case. 

Any plan is good if it brings the desired results, and the merit 
of a method is not affected by the name it. is given.

versity of Georgia is the first football team that ever 
spotted Alabama a touchdown and then came back to win. 

Holt, an old Birmingham boy who has been following 
the fortunes of the Crimson Tide for many years, dating 
back through the Wade regime, can’t recall a single in- 
stance in which an Alabama team that was out in front 
ever lost. 

He recalled the Tech-Alabama game in which the 
Tide ran up a 20-point advantage. Tech came back 
and scored 19 points. 

If this is the record, and it probably is, more power to 
Georgia. The Bulldogs had to have a lot of what it takes 
to come back on Ole Miss two years ago. The Rebels had a 
two-touchdown, plus two extra points, advantage. 

This year, in the season opener against an unexpectedly 
tough Kentucky team, the pressure was on the Bulldogs 
in no uncertain manner. 

It took a slashing fourth-period comeback, led by 
Frankie Sinkwich, to overcome the Wildcats’ six- 
piont advantage. 

As time goes on, it is self-evident that the Comeback 
Kids of Georgia have a lot on the football. They don’t 
wear out; and they never give up. 


“Praise the Lord” That was quite a sidelight 
all of us overlooked, fol- 
lowing the Georgia-Alabama game. 

Alabama’s fine band was seated on the running track 
on the west side. And after the game, as the crowd left 
Grant field, the Crimson band struck up “Praise the Lord, 
and Pass the Ammunition!” 

For some 30 minutes thereafter, the band went 
through a series of popular pieces. There were no 
sour notes. The boys were cheerful losers, which is 
as it should be in such a game of football. 

And I thought they hit it on the head when they broke 
out, for their opening post-game concert, with a stirring 
rendition of “Praise the Lord, and Pass the Ammunition!”

He led the American League in 
batting until the middle of July 
and finished with an _ unofficial 
average of .321. approximately 40 
points higher than he ever had 
accomplished in fq@ur_ previous 
vears in the majors. In addition 
he continued the spectacular field- 
ing that has caused him to be 
rated among the greatest 
sackers of all times and helped 
the Yankees come within six 
the major league record of 196 
double plays. which he had helped 
Set the previous year. 

In a year when it was acknowl- 
edged that the renowned Yankees 
were not up to the caliber of their 
past greatness, a year when Joe 
DiMaggio, Bill Dickey and Red 
Rolfe slipped, Gordons grand 
performance unquestionably was a 
compelling factor in New York 
gaining its sixth American League 
pennant in seven years.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—(4)—British 
press reports from India said to- 
day 11,000 persons or more lost 
their lives last month during a 
cyclone which devastated sections 
of Bengal province. 

Reuters said not less than 10,000 
persons perished in Midnapore 
and 1,000 in Parganas, adjacent 
the Bengal coast 


Seventy-five per cent of the cat- 
in the affected districts were 
lost, it added. 

The cyclone began on the morn- 
ing of October 16, rising in the 
Bay of Bengal, and lasted until 
early the following day. 

During the afternoon of the 
16th, a high tidal wave broke on

“Zeros were in the air in nothing 
flat,” he said, “and the Jap car- 
riers headed into the wind, zig- 
zagging like a worm in hot ashes. 
Before we ‘peeled off’ for the dive, | 
a burst of bullets came through | 
the hatch and grazed the pilot's | 
head.
